From Singapore Club. 


“T saw that Mr. Cloytomr had 
rushed across from the bed on 
which he had been sitting, and was 
climbing a chair preparatory to 
mounting the dressing table, fram 
which o moment ‘later he hurled 
himself-on-to the ledge of the-window 
and down the parapet, a long drawn 
out O—o—oh being his last cry.”

Mr. Clayton went to his rooms dir- 
ectly, with the excuse that he was 
feeling indisposed and expressed his 
intention of having an early dinner in 
is rooms and ‘then turn in. This 
was about 8 pm. About an hour 
later on his way to his rooms, Mr: 
Adams stopped at the door of Clay- 
eons room and asked him how he 
Receiving a reassuring re: he 
went to his own room ond flied at 
about 10.20 p.m. A little after mid- 
night he wag awakened by Clayton 
who appeared to be very distressed 
and complained of being unable to 
aleep. He asked Mr, Adains to 
for a doctor: ahd this was done, 


Then Mr. Adams suggested: that 
Clayton should go back to his own 
room und await the doctor, but he in- 
sisted that Mr. Adams should come. 

He told him there did not. seem to 
be very much the matter with him 
but thet--he -could--give—him-some- 
thing that would help him to sleep.

Simple Laws 


N England, however, it is not 
~ generally realised that the 
much publicised wedding at 
Gretna could take place just as 
easily in any part of Scotland. 
The Scottish laws relating to 
marriage are so simple in them- 
selves that their very ease has 
led to the undesirable features 
which brought about: the pre- 
sent official inquiry. 
It is, in fact, much casier to 
be married in Scotland at any 


- Marriages not celebrated by a 
minister of religion, after duc 
notice to the registrar or 
publication of banns, are known 
in Scottish law as “irregular” 
marriages. ; 

Even a marriage in which the 
contracting parties appear be- 
fore the sheriff immediately 
after the “ceremony” (the near- 
est equivalent of the English 
register office wedding) is “irre- 
gular” in Scottish Jaw, although 
popular—so popular, in fact, 
that sheriffs on days before 
public holidays have been hard 
pressed for time. P 

The proceedings take place in 


the ordinary court, the happy: 


couple merely standing in front 
‘of the dock instead of in it. 

Cynics have been known to 
comment with bitter emphasis 
on this latter point. . 

Dealing with these irregular 
marriages the committee states 
“The defect is that the sheriff 
has no means of ascertaining the 
circumstances in which the de- 
claration [of marriage}. was 
made, and no independent evi- 
dence of the capacity of the per- 
sons to contract.” ; 

he declaration of marriage 
is made before a solicitor-prac- 
tising in the Sheriff Court, and 
the ‘ report deprecates “the 
advertisement : : . of the so- 
called. marriage agents who tout 
for marriage business.”

U.S. Pacific 
Cities Fear 
“Peril” | 


Collective Security Urged 
- By British Author, to 


Replace Isolation 


San Francisco, Feb, 10. 
The United States has only three 
possible policies in the Pacific, ac- 
cording to W. Arnold Forster, 
technical advisor to Britain's Peace 
Movement, and co-author with Sir 


’ Norman Angell, Prof.- Gilbert Mur- 


ray-and Lord Robert Cecil of. the 
‘book “Intelligent Man's Way to 


Prevent War.” 

Forster is touring - the United 
States'to revive interest in dls- 
armament and also to arouse a 
popular demand for collective se- 
curity as a means of preventing war. 

As regards America's policy in the 
Pacific, Forster declared the three 
alternatives are: °. ¢ 

1—To abandon all Idea of re- 
straining .Japan'’s militarists from 
doing whatever they, will in Asia 
and the Western Pacific, and re- 
‘duce the American navy to a coastal 
defence unit, 

2—To maintain the traditional 
policy of secking to defend certain 
agreed principles of peace and com- 
mercial opportunity In China, such 
asthe Open Door Policy, even 
ugainst Japan if necessary. 

3—To maintsin a long-range 
navy, as. efficient as possible for 
trans-Pacific — service, answering 
menace with counter-menace, - fort. 

“with fort, but making no attempt to 
enllst the co-operation of the other 
powers to defend on agreed rule’ of 
peace, 

PERIL SEEN IN ISOLATION 

Forster suld that he would not 
presume to suggest which of the first 
two policies might be better for the 
United States, but insisted that the 
third one, which combines all of the 
dangers of Ssolntion and of ‘“inter- 

. ventionous non-intervention,” must 
be the wrong one: not only for the 
United States but ‘for - Europe... ns 
well. ' 

‘Forster declared that the arma- 
ment race, which was conceded to 
be one of the principal causes of the 
World War, has reached proportions 
that are of the most alarming 
character. Durlng the six years of 
the arms race before 1914, he said 
that nations as a whole merely In- 
creased armaments expenditure by 
nubout. $785,000,000 within two years. 
- But in the 1932-35 period, the ecx- 
penditure was about $1,000,000,000. 

“Three years after the 1932 dis- 
armament conference - began," he 
said, “the world was spending at 
, least’ double what {it spent ‘before 
the conference convened. Sail 
more important is the Increase in 
striking power and -especlally the 
power to strike a sudden and de- 
vastating blow at long range,

Only two Bishops, those of Ely and St. Albans, voted 


4| in favour. : 


- The resolution, moved by the Bishop of Ely, stated “This 
House is not able to approve the admission to Holy Communion 
of .persons who having re-married after divorcee, and having 
thereby transgressed the law of Christ and the Church, continue 
to live in disregard: of the moral obligations which must. bind 
those who are to be admitted to Holy Communion.” ‘ 


. Emphasising that the resolution 
dealt with a domestic question, so far 
as the Church was concerned, the 
Bishop of Ely sald:—"It, is generally 
egsicr to say yes than. say no, to 
permit than to prohibit, but I. think 
that one of the first dutles a) young 
Bishop has to learn is to say no. It is 
not, therefore, with any gusto that I 
move this resolution.” 

Re-marriage after divorce, he 
maintained, always involved asin 
against the seventh Commandment. 

“I believe it is said that the con- 
demned murderer. is admitted to 
Communion before execution, and it 
in asked, if the murderer, why not the 
adulterer,” the Bishop of Ely went-on. 

The Bishop of St, Albans, second- 
ing the resolution, sald:—"No man 
with a human heart who has spent 
over 40 years in tha ministry, nearly 
28 of which have been as a diocesan 
Bishop, can be Insenslble to the 
hardness of hard cas¢és which arise 
from time to tlme in married life. 
They are not the only hard cases. 
Life is full of them. aE 

“I am conscious of the continual 
struggle within me between my heart 
and my head., Looking back I have 
found that when I have allowed my 
heart. to run away with my head, I 
have thereby had ao hand in making 
more hard cases, whether in marriage 
or in-any other question.” 


“A GRAVE DEPARTURE” 


The. Bishop of Chichester, opposing 
the resolution, sald that the policy of 
excommunication outlined was o 
rave dcparture from the practice of 
the Church of.England, during the 
last 80 years, at least. 

The pollcy whs inconsistent with 


the practice of the great majority of | 


other Christian communities. The 
policy. was not right. 

“The Church ought to pause,” he 
added, “before excommunicating 
finally those who did in good faith 
what a large part of the Church holds 
-to bo-legitimate.--Actlon-done in- good 
conscience is not blameworthy.” 

The Bishop of Birmingham, op- 
posing, related the following parable: 

“Two women went into a cathedral 
for worship,” he began. “One waik- 
ed forward, evidently to Holy Com- 
munion. She was. cold, hard, self- 
centred, censorious, She derived a 
large income trom slum _ property. 
She gave in a niggardly manner to 
good causes, and the money. which 
she saved was Invested profitably in 
the shares of armament companics 
and whisky combines, As she went 
forward,-she said, ‘I am glad that I 


am not an open notorious evil-liver 
like this other woman,’ : 

“The othar woman dared not go 
forward to the Lord’s Table. Her life 
had been tragedy, She had married 
the wrong man, to discover that he 
‘was a foul creature, filthy in mind 
and discased in body.” : 

“She had divoreed him and then 
she had married. again, hoping to 
make life once more tolerable.

We say it 
is impossible—however strongly we 
Iny down your adhesion to the law— 
to be found In consequence to ex- 
communicate beforehand a whole 
class of persons for the rest of their 
lives. 

“When we speak about our Lord’s 
words it is admittéd that He sald that 
those who were divorced and married 
agdin committed adultery, but it can- 
not be forgotien that he also sald that 
those who keep lustful thoughts in 
their minds commit adultery. There- 
fore, who are we to say who are to 
be judges in this matter?” : 

The Archbishop added that he could 
not bring himself to accept the re- 
solution, and that he felt that they 
would be justified in consclence in 
not accepting it. ° 


M.P.’s. BILL DISCUSSED 


Collusion and Perjury ‘In 
Divorce Cases 


A number of resolutions and 
amendments on the subject of 
the Church and ~ .marriage 
came before the Lower House of 
the Convocations of Canterbury. 

The Suffragan Bishop of Barking, 
Dr. J. T. Inskip, in a discussion on 
procedure, referred to Mr. A. P. 
Herbert's Bill now before Parlament, 
ond said that if the grounds for 
divorce were extended it was reason- 
able to suppose. that the present 
alarming: ratio-of-divorce-might-very 
well be. considerably increased— 
which they would all regret. That 
would impose an increased demand 
on the Bishops in adjudicating on 
cases where re-marrlage was sought 
after divorce. Ss 

One motion. regarding the Church 
and sccular legislation recorded that, 
tn a State which compnised alt sorts 
and kinds of people, the full legal en- 
actment of Christ’s standard of Ilfe- 
long and indissoluble union might not 
always be possible. =. + 

The Rev. W.. R. Johnson, Truro, 
moved an amendment that, as Christ's 
standard provided the only 
Ground on which to base the marriage 
relationship, the Church, while main- 
taining it as obligatory on tts mem- 
bers, must never cease to witness to 
that standard in its attitude towards 
whatever proposals might be made 
by the State, 

Canon N. P, Willams, Oxford Unt- 

versity, opposing the amendment, sald 
that the Bill was not before the 
Church as such, and it could not 
either promote or hinder it. 
“We have, to consider what is 
actually the present relation between 
the Church and the State," he added. 
“We must remember that there are 
many who are not Christians, Are 
we entitled to force Catholic views. 
on the State, or to consider what, on 
the whole, is best for a community 
which is partly pagan?” . 

Canon Wiliams said that ‘the exten- 
sion of the grounds of divorce might 
have valuable incldental resuits.

In his cell that night he wrote on 
a scrap of paper a poem of gratitude 
to Miss Stretton. He called this poem 
“The Voice.” It appears below. 

Thereafter he found consolation 
In expressing his fceling in verse: 
. “Many of these poems,” said 
=== | Balillle-Stewart, “were written when 
T was mentally In a condition of utter 
moral bankruptcy, 

“Were It not for this outlct 

In poetry I feel that I should 

have lost my.renson and sanity.” 

So the collection of tiny paper 
scraps grew untill the ex-officer had 
a vivid poctical record of prison Ilfe, 
He gave them the title “The Crab 
Apple Tree.” 


His Trial 


Most of the verses deal with tho 
pathos and irony which patchwork 
prison life. But Baille-Stewart did 
not shrink from writing of his own 
trial and sentence. 

In eight moving lines he crystal- 
lished the feclings of an officer who js 
disgraced before his regiment. 

His mind went back over the 
delalls of his trial—and the poem 
“Marie Louise’ was the’ result. 
Marie Louise was a beautiful German 
girl—the “mystery woman'"—men- 
tloned during the trial. 

These pocms, most of them written 
In the prison printing shop and his 
cell, give an unforgettable picture of

Marriages not celebrated by a 
minister of religion, after due 
notice to the registrar or 
publication ‘of banns, 4re known 
in Scottish’ law as “irregular” 
marriages. 

Even a marriage in which the 
contracting parties appear be- 
fore the sheriff immediately 
after the “eeremony” (the near- 
est equivalent of’ the English 
register oflice wedding) is “irre-

- In writing n brief sketch of the 1932/3 visit of the M.C.C. team 
to Australia I do not propose to enter at length into the controversy 


over log-thcory bowling. 
now more or less over. 


It was a most unfortunate one and is 
I shall -however have to describe tho. 


tactics as no history of the games would be adequate: without. 


When the Australlans under Wood- 
full recovered the ashes In England 
jn 1930 things were rather at a low 
ebb again with English’ cricket. 
Chopman’s splendid team had some- 
how. or other vanished, although it 
was but a year since’ they retumed 
victorious, and the blunders of the 
Selection Committee had not helped. 
Wyalt hnd proved that his substitu- 
tlon for Chapman was not justified 
and the M.C.C. had to look for a 
new captain as well os a.new team. 

Plum Warner's book about the 
1930 games, is, 08 1 sald in my lost 
article, a very curious production. 
He scemed to have his knife into 
Chapman, even -as he had -it into 
Jardine later, while hig chief endea- 
vour seems to have been to crack up 
lan Peebles. He practically wrote 
Larwood off with the remark that 
“the spear-head of our attack is 
blunted", and in alluding to the great 
batting of Bradman he suggested that 
new methods would..have to be 
evolved, They were. 

‘NEW METHODS DEVISED 

Australia had most of her 1930 side 
available to meet Jardine, ond 
though (llke all home teams) the 
side got moved nbout a bit and did 
not keep o pretty regular uniform- 
ity, the only three men who dropped 
out entirely were Falrfax, Hornibrook 
and Jackson, The first two were not 
playing for their States even, while 


. poor Jackson died carly on the morn- 


ing of the last day of the fourth 
Test. They had a very useful side 
in existence but their greatest assct 
was the, enormous ascendancy’ that 
Bradman had established in the 
minds of English cricketers, 

+ As Warner said, “new methods had 
to be devised", and I cannot believe 
that Jardine’s plan was evolved en- 
tirely on the way out though the full 
detalls were undoubtedly worked out 
then. It. seems to me evident that 
Jardine had made it clear to the 
M.CC. selectora that he proposed a 
shock attack of fast bowlers. Con- 
sequently he had under him Lar- 
wood, Bowes and Allicn, all real speed 
merchonts, with Voce who ot times 
could be ns fast’ ns Allen. He also 
had the fost medium of Tate to keep 
an end going if injuries’ prevented 


-him from keeping a shock attack: at. 
both ends, 


Actually ‘Late was never 
Included ina Test Side. 


.Now Jardine’s' plan was not any- 
thing new except In one way. ‘Many 
bowlers have bowlcd fast on or about 
the leg stump and many from Spof- 
forth' and Boyle onwards to F. R, 
Foster, and after him, have bowled 
fast off breaks pitching on tho leg 
stump. (I don’t of course mean 
every ball was an off break because 
a lot of Foster's turned back and 
bowled the wicket) with a forward 
short leg close. ‘in. Jardine’s im- 


provement was that he used Lar« 
wood's ‘tremendous «speed for the - 
chicf attackc and had an inner ring 
‘of at least three short legs and a man 
or two deep’ on the Ieg boundary, 
Of course with n fleld that had often 
only one man on the off alde tho 
utmost accuracy was necessary, And 
Larwood had it, é . . 


“HODYLINE” ‘EXPLAINED 

Just one word as to phrascology, 
Bodyline bowling would suggest to - 
the ordinary man that the bowler 
deliberately directed every ball at the 
batsman, This of course is' ridicule 
ous ond would be quite useless, It 
is simply. o good catchword though 
it Js apt enough to describe the bowl- 
ing to batsmen who play everything 
in front of thelr wicket. For in« 
stance, when Wocdfull was hit in 
the Third Test—the accident that une 
Joosed the flood-gates of wrath—he 
would have been Lb.w. in’ front of 
his ‘off stump had the ball been a 
foot lower. Oldfeld was much the. 
same though'that one did bump, 
He admitted he ought not to have: 
been there, Aaah T have already sald 
more than I ‘ro m 
this potnt, oe ean ba ony hate 


In any.case such an attack ‘natur- 
ally demanded a sound batting sido 
behind It, and there were plenty of 
batsmen there. It nearly makes, one 
weep when, one reads the “batting 
order of Allen's present team onco 
Hammond, Leyland and perhaps 
Barnett are gone. Sutcliffe was 
there in 1932/3 and Jardine’s big task 
was to find an opening partner -for 
him and he never really succecded, | 
Wyatt was tried and Jater Jardine

INSPECTION RULES MAY 


- PROVE IN ADEQUATE 


* ’ London, Feb, 23, 

The House of Commons this evening discussed the Gres- 
ford colliery ‘disaster, in which 266 lives were lost in September, 
1934, Both the opening Opposition spenker, Dr. David Grenfell, 
himself a miner from his 12th. to his 36th. year, and the Seere- 
tary for Mines, Captains Crookshank, who followed him, describ- 
ed the accident as one of the most appalling in post-war mines’ 
record. 

The debate arose out of the report recently made public 
of the inquiry into the explosion, and Dr. Grenfell, who paid a 
tribute to the ability and patience of the Chief Inspector of 
Mines, Sir Henry Walker, who presided over the Commission, 
said a study of the report impelled serious disquict- about the 
whole machinery for supervision and inspection which Parliament 


had been building up for nearly 


He felt that Inspectlon’ had proved 
Ineffectlve at Gresford. He hoped 
the House would make It unmistak- 
ably clear that it required the strict- 
est administration of the law and re- 

gulations, and that, {f new legislation 

were necessary, it would pass it to 
protect the men who contributed to 
the wealth of the country and the 
comfort:. of ito people by - coal- 
getulng, 


THREE POINTS 


The Seeretary for Mines comment- 
ed on the difficulties In the way of 
orriving at firm conclusions sbout 
the accident, owing to the fact that 
it had been bnpossible to enter, the 
affected area, which was senied up 
after the rescue efforts proved un- 
availing and could not yet be safety 
unsealed, and that a great deal of the 
evidence presented to the Commission 
was contradictory, ‘There were three 
questions: 


First.—Observance of the law by 
those engaged in the Industry itself 
--owners, oMcials and workers—and 
on that he would say no more than 
that the Attorney General had the 
whole question of proceedings under 
consideration; 


Secondly. —Adminlstration of the 
existing law,.and in this connection 
Captain Crookshank resisted — the 
eriticistn of the Inspectors concerned 
which had been made at the inquiry 
und clsewhere, and stated that no dis« 
elplinary action would be taken;

Speaking in Brooklyn toe 
night at the Forum of Inter- 
national Affairs, Mr. J, H,’ Lin, 
Chinese author and historian, 
declared: “China has endea- 
voured to compromise — with 
Japan; but the only compromise 
Japan wants is the control of 
all of Asia, Thereafter sho 
would proceed with the conquest 
of Europe. 

“Japan,” he went on, “was' the 
first violator of the system of 
international peace treaties after the 
Great War. Her excuse. was overe 
populntion, yet there hos. been no 
emigration, Instead, Japanese who 
hod gone to Korea and Formosa, have 
gone home again because they were 
unable to survive on the prevalling 
scale of Hving.” .

However the 
team strength = .was enormously 
powerful. Hammond, Sutcliffe and 
Wyatt pluyed in oll five Tests and 
avernged 65, 55 and 46.71 respective- 
ly, Paynter played in three games 
and had an average of 61.93 while 
Verity, Lurwood, and Allen’ were all 
over twenty. The Nawab of Pataudi 
only played in two, and, after a bril- 
ant century in his first Test gamc, 
(ke Ranji sand Duleepsinjhi before 
him,) he failed in the second and. 
avid dropped. But he had on avcr- 
age of over 40 for three innings. 
‘And finally Leyland whom for the 
moment 1 had overlooked had an 
avernge of 34 for nine innings all 
completed. 
THE FIRST TEST 

The side wos a very strong one 
but, as has been said, a great deal 
depended on whether England coulda” 
master Bradman. In view of this it 
fs particularly unfortunate that Brad- 
man, through !lIness, was unable to 
play in the Grst, Test. Curiously 
enough this Is only mentioned at the 
very end of the Wisden account with 
the rider “In view of subsequent 
events It Is, to say the Icast, questlon- 
nble if his presence would have stav- 
ed off disaster.” Seeing that going 
In number five'McCabe mnde 187 
not out I find It hard to agree with 
thig dictum when considering Brad- 
mon’s previous scores. England only 
led by 164 although Sutelife made"104 
and Hammond and the Nawab 112 
and 102 respectively. It is truc that 


_| Australin collapsed in thelr second 


innings, but numbers three, four and 
five nll made a few runs. England 
won, ng it was, very easily by ten 
wickets. : 

Austrailo’s ‘team contained .two 
men who have Inter made thelr name 
in Test Cricket-—Fingleton, a very 
sound bat, and W. J. O'Reilly. L. E. 
Nagel was also given a trial but he 
did not prove a_ success. O'Reilly 
was the man who was to form the 
other half of the great attack with 
Grimmett in 1934, and ‘is of course 
a spin bowler. 

THE SECOND TEST 

The second Test ‘was really 
O’Rellly's match as he took 5 for 63 
and 5 for 66! Jardine lost the toss 
for the second time, but there secm- 
ed no. cause for apprehension at the 
end of the first day's cricket ns Aus- 
tralia had lost seven wickets for 194 
runs. Allen, Bowes and Voce were 
doing the damage and the English 
batsmen were considerably surprised 
to find that the Melbourne wicket 
was playing In a most unusual way. 
Perhaps the fact that Bradmun was 
bowled first ball by Bowes had a. 
good denl to do with the trouble. 
Next day Australin were all out for 
281 runs but England did not come 
off at all well and only Sutcliffe, 
Allen and Leyland did. anything -at 
all. The wicket was still playing 
very curiously and although they had 
only made 169 runs England got Aus- 
tralia out in the second innings’ for 
191. Of this Bradman made 103 not 
out! England had to get 208 runs to 
win and jt looked casy moncy but 
the pitch definitely did not play as 
It should have done for there had 
not been a lot of rain. There’ was an- 
awkward wind of which O'Reilly 
made great usc and the whole side 
were, out for 139. The Australians 
thoroughly deserved their win. 

It was in the third Test thot the 
riot really happened. The behaviour 
of the spectators was disgraceful and 
one must reerctfully state that: the 
players and the authoritics of, the 
home side were not cntirely_blame- 
less. Suffice it to say that England 
made 341 and 412 while Australia 
made 222 and 193, It is interesting 
to note that poor Larwood, who was 
considered the villain of the plece, 
did not do particularly well as he 
only took three for 55 and four. for 
71, There was nearly a cessation of 
the tour but matters were more or 
Jess patched up. ‘ 

THE FOURTH TEST * 

Led by two to one, the Austra~ 
linns had to save the match if they 
were not to lose the rubber at once. 
Australia won the toss and put to- 
gether 340 runs. At the end of the 
third day England had lost eight men 
for 271 runs, and that after 114 runs 
had been put up for the first wicket 
by Jardine and Sutcliffe but Paynter, 
who came off a bed of sickness to bat 
number eight, scored 83 and Eng~- 
land led by 16 runs on the first in- 
nings. In the second innings Aus- 
tralia was disposed of for 175. runs 
owing to mognificent bowling and 
fielding by England. England got 


the runs (162) for four wickets and ]- 
*| had won the rubber. 


Leyland batted

His Worship remarked that meat 
killed in Taipo should be sold there 
and ‘not brought Into the city. 


Inspector. Eccleshall asked that a 
serious view be taken of the case, 
The Government only charged 45 
cents for every head of pig killed in 
thelr slaughter hoyses. It was very 
unsafe for any pigs which had not 
been slaughtered by the Government 
at Kennedy Town to be sold in: the 
Markets, No bad meat was allowed 
in the markets, There had recently 
been avery extensive business in the 
dead‘ pig trade, and this had to be 
stopped, .

Nagel was also given a trial but he 
did not prove .a success. O'Reilly 
was the man who was to form the 
other half of the great attack with 
Grimmett In 1934, and {a of course 
a spin bowler. 

THE SECOND TEST 

The second Test was 
O'Reilly's match ns he took 5 for 63 
and 5 for G6! Jardine Jost the toss 
for the second time, but there scem- 
ed no cause for apprehension at the 
end of the first day's cricket as Aus-, 
tralin hod lost. seven wickets for 104° 
runs, Allen, Bowes and Voce were 
doing the damage and the English 
batsmen were considerably surprised 
to find that the Melbourne wicket 
was playing in n most unusual way. 
Perhaps the fact that Bradman was 
bowled first ball by Bowes had a 
food deal to do with the trouble. 
Next day Australia were all out for 
281 runs but England did not come 
off at oll well and. only Sutcliffe, 
Allen and Leyland did anything at 
all. The wicket was still, playing 
very curlously:and although ‘they had 
only made 169 runs England got Aus- 
tralia out in the second innings: for 
191, Of thls Bradman made 103 not 
out! England had to get 208 runs to”

were out for 139, The Australians 
thoroughly deserved their win. 

It was in the third Test that the 
riot really. happened. The behaviour 
of the spectators was disgraceful and 
one must regretfully state that the 
players and the authorities of the 
home side were not entirely blame- 
Jess. Suffice it to say that England 
made 341 ond 412 while Australia 
made 222 and 193, It is interesting 
to note that poor Larwood, who was 
considered the villain. of the piece, 
did not do particularly well os he 
only took three for 85 and four for 
71, There was nearly a cessation of 
the tour but matters were more or 
Jess patched up. 

THE FOURTH TEST : 

Led .by two to one, the Austra~ 
Mans had to save the match if they 
were not to lose the rubber at once. 
Australin won the toss and put to- 
gether 349 runs, At the end of the, 
third day England had Jost elght men 
for 271 runs, and that after 114 runs 
had been put up for the first wicket 
by Jardine ond Sutcliffe but Paynter, 
who came off a bed of sickness to bat 
number cight, scored 83 ond Eng- 
Jand led by 16 runs on the first in- 
nings. In the second innings Aus- 
tralia was disposed of for’175 runs 
owing to mognificent bowling and 
fielding by England. England got 
the runs (162) forfour wickets and 
had won the rubber. Leyland batted 
very finely in this.lost Innings. 

: THE FINAL TEST 

England won the last Test by eight 
wickets, It was rather an anti- 
climax og both sides. slacked off and 
the fielding was not very good.
